State. Use Law, Pay 
Rise for Employes, 
Lines of Authority for 
Officials to Be Sought.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 11— 
A legislative program to increase 


prison appropriations, strengthen | 


the state use law, increase sal- 
aries of prison employes and 
draw definite lines of authority 
for prison officials was planned 
today by members of the joint 
Senate-House ‘Penal Survey 
Committee. 

The program was being de- 
signed to provide the means for 
modernization of Missouri's 
‘penal system, which has been 
criticized as woefully inade- 
quate from the standpoint of 
security as well as rehabilita- 
tion of prisoners. 

House Passes Final Bill. 
The Missouri House today 

passed and sent to the Senate an 
emergency appropriation bill of 
$1,017,400 for operation and par- 
tial rehabilitation of the riot- 
torn state prison. The bill was 
approved without discussion, 
143 to 0. 

The Republican minority 
members had attempted to 
amend the measure to specify 
how the money should be spent, 
but were defeated. They then 
voted with Democrats in the 
final action. 

Prison officials earlier told 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee that $571,251 would go 
for general operations, $300,000 
for replacement of license plate 
plant machinery lost in the 
Sept. 22 not, $40,200 for a new 
slaughterhouse and $40,950 for 
personal services. 

The 10 members of the Sen- 
ate-House survey commiittee 
were back at the state capita! 
after an enlightening two-day 
tour of Illinois’s Joliet and 
Stateville penitentiaries. 

They plan to go to Chester, 
Tll., Thursday to inspect the 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary at 
nearby Menard. The Menard 
prison has undergone a rehabili- 
tation program since convicts 
rioted there in late 1952. The 
program is not as far advanced 
as at the other’ two Iilinois 
prisons. ; 

Statement by’Chairmen. - 
Senator J. F. Patterson{Dem.), 

Caruthersville, and Representa- 
tive Richard H. Ichord (Dem.), 
Houston, co- chairmen of the 
committee, said their visit to 
Illinois already had given them 
the outline of a definite pro- 
gram to end causes of savage 
rioting by convicts at the Mis- 
souri Prison, which broke out 
in September and October. 

As the proposed program of 
rehabilitation stands now; the 
co- chairmen said, the following 
legislation is indicated: 

(1) Increased appropriations 
to permit Missouri prison of- 
ficials to build up a diversi- 
fied prison industry program 
which will keep the convicts 
busy and permit the industries 
to operate at a profit. 

(2) Strengthen the state use 
law so that heads of state de- 
partments and _ institutions 
cannot ignore its provisions. 
This would give prison indus- 
tries a large market for their 
products. 

(3) Increasing salaries of 
prison employes, particularly 
key personnel, such as the di- 
rector of corrections, the 
warden and the director of in- 
dustries, to attract better qual- 
ified men. Rate of pay for 
guards would be increased 
sharply and they would be 
put in uniform. 

(4) Drawing of definite 
lines of authority and spelling 
out of duties of the director 
of corrections, whe serves as 
head of the Missouri penal 
system, and the warden. The 
director would be responsible 
only to the Governor and the 
warden only toe the director. 
Lines of authority~ overlap 
now.

BOARD GETS PLAN 
FOR EXPRESSWAY 


Route for Mark Twain 
Artery Is Essentially 
Same as That Favored 
by State. 


A bill defining the city route 
of the proposed Mark Twain 
Expressway was to be sent today 
to the Board of Public Service, 
whose approval is necessary be- 
fore it can be introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen. 

It is essentially the route se- 
lected by the State Highway 
Commission last October after 
an earlier proposed route along 
the north edge of Fairgrounds 
Park met with violent opposi- 
tion. 

Myer Ableman, urban area en- 
gineer for the Highway Com- 
mission, said a start on nego- 
tiating for right of way could be 
made within about three months 
after the route is given final 
approval by the aldermen. 

Estimated cost of the highway 
is $14,000,000 for right of way 
acquisition, of which the city’s 
share would be one-half, and 
another $21,000,000 for construc- 
tion, which would be borne en- 
tirely by the state and federal 
governments. 

Under Study As Bond Issue. 

The city’s share of about $7,- 
000,000 is one of the items under 
study by the Citizens Bond. Is- 
sue Screening Committee for in- 
clusion in a proposed large- 
scale bond issue to be submitted 
to the voters this spring. 

The route of the expressway 
from a connection with the 
Third Street Interregional High- 
way at Third and Washington 
avenue already has been fixed 
by aldermanic approval as far 
north as Eighth and Mullanphy 
streets.

It was estimated that bringing 
the 37,600 miles of interstate 
system up to date and installing 
urban connections would cost 
about 27 billion dollars. The 
committee recommended the 
states and local governments put 
up two billions of this amount. 

The committee stressed the 
importance of the interstate sys- 
tem with relation to civil de- 
fense requirements. It stated 
that at least 70,000,000 persons 
would have to be evacuated from 
target areas in the event of an 
attack and that no urban area in 
the country today has highway 
facilities adequate to handle this 
movement. 

As for the’ daily traffic flow, 
the committee said a little sim- 
ple arithmetic illustrates the 
magnitude of the job. 

“We now have more than 
58,000,000 motor vehicles regis- 
tered,” the committee said, “one 
for every 700 feet of every lane 
in both directions on all streets 
and highways in the nation. This 
gigantic fleet traveled an esti- 
mated 557 billions miles in 1954, 
much of it concentrated on main 
arteries in urban areas which 
have become the expensive, 
hazardous bottlenecks . referred 
to by the President. 

“The existing traffic jam is 
bad enough, but prospects for 
the future are even worse. Ve-

In particular the outlook is improved by the 
change in chairmanship of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. Daniel A. Reed, the New 
York Republican who headed that group last 
year, proposes to fight reciprocal trade again 
Ahis year, and on the same muddled grounds that 
it “does not protect the interest of our American 
workers and producers.” 

In happy contrast with Representative Reed, 
the new chairman, Representative Jere Cooper 
of Tennessee has already offered a House Reso- 
lution No. 1 the reciprocal trade and other tariff 
recommendations of the Randall commission, of 
which he was a member. Since President Eisen- 
howér made a speech in the recent congressional 
campaigns opposing Mr. Cooper's re-election, the 
Tennesseean thus sets a fine example of holding 
principle above both partisanship and person- 
alities. 

The President's practical problem, however, 
could hardly be better stated than in the Demo 
cratic National Committee’s memorafdum of 
last Friday. “The real question,” said that 
statement, “is not the content of the Eisenhower 
recommendations but whether the President will 
fight for them against G.O.P. opposition instead 
of surrendering as he did in 1954.” 

Will President Eisenhower make such a con- 
certed and persistent fight for freer world trade 
as he made, fer example, for the St. Lawrence 
seaway? Thus far he has not done so. In 1953 he 
settled for a token one-year extension of the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act and with the Gis- 
maying promise not to enter into any new nego- 
tiation during that year. In 1954 he obtained 
another token one-year extension at the price of 
giving up on the program of the Randall com- 
mission which he had created. 

For the fact is that in the Roosevelt and Tru- 
man Administrations as now in the Eisenhower 
Administration, most of the Republicans in Con- 
gress have been hostile to reciprocal trade and to 
lowered tariffs generally. Of the 36 members of 
the Senate who struggled last year to uphold the 
President's hands on reciprocal trade, not a sin- 
gle one was a Republican! 

The logic with which the President supports 
his requests is, it seems to us, clear and unan- 
swerable. He. points out that we need to have 
our allies strong, with prospering economies 
that can afford the military establishments 
deemed necessary to discourage Communist ag- 
gression. The measures which he proposes in be- 
half of freer trade would help enable them to be 
strong, and upon them, therefore, depends “the 
freedom and security” of the free world. 

The first person who should be persuaded to 
translate these ideas into action, and to fight to 
the finish for them, is President Eisenhower 
himself. On the basis of practical politics, his 
Administration has shown itself capable of get- 
ting action on a controversial issue as it did so 
notably on the St. Lawrence seaway. 

Will the coming conflict. over the foreign eco- 
nomic policies outlined in the President’s special 
message become such an orcasion? The solid 
reasoning behind what Mr. Eisenhower has to 
say, and the vigor with which he argues it, are 
the best augury of determined action to follow 
these determined - words. 
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A Rose, a Rose... 

Margaret Chase Smith, the distinguished Sena- 
tor from Maine, has proposed that the United 
States adopt the rose as its national flower. Sen- 
ator Smith assérts that the United States is the 
only world power without a national flower and 
a rose, she thinks, is lovely. 

The Senator has no special pruning knife to 
sharpen here. Several states do recognize vari- 
ous forms of the rose, but Mrs. Smith does not 
represent them, Maine holds to the pine cone 
and tassel. So we gather that Mrs. Smith's cham- 
pionship of the rose is purely feminine. Almost 
every woman likes roses, especially red ones with 
long stems. 

Most nations have official flowers, however, 
not because world powers Gught to have official 
flowers, but because tradition has associated 
them with some bud or bloom. Merry England 
divided and fought under roses, red and white. 
St. Patrick picked Ireland’s Shamrock as a sign 
of the Trinity. Louis VII left France with the 
fleur-de-lis on his Crusader’s shield. Danes in- 
vading Scotland were stopped by a moat full of 
thistles. The eagle which led the Aztecs to Mexi- 
co settled on a nopal cactus. And so on. 

The United States, by contrast, has a singular 
lack of floral pieces with which to decorate its 
history. In 1889 there was a campaign to make 
the goldenrod the national flower, but all efforts 
to wreathe the nation by law have failed. Hence 
the issue of picking official flowers has been 
left to states’ rights, and every state has one. .- 

If these United States wanted to display their 


official flowers, the nation could pluck a bowl-— 


ful of them and have enough left over for a bou- 
quet for Senator Smith.

Time to Confirm Judge Harlan 

There is one appointment that the new Senate 
‘should act on with all possible dispatch. That is 
President Eisenhower's nomination of Court of 
Appeals Judge John Marshall Harlan of New 
York to be an Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court in suecession to the late Justice Robert 
H. Jackson. 

Since Justice Jackson died last Oct. 9 the Su- 
preme Court has consisted of eight members. 
This means that the possibility of a 4-to-4 split 
exists every time a case is argued. To reduce 
this danger the Supreme Court has done some 
marking time in recent months; it even delayed 
its hearing on the carried-over aspects of the 
public school desegregation case, originally set 
for early last December. 

The new chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
Senator Kilgore of West Virginia, ought to 
schedule a hearing at the earliest time possible. 
If there are substantial complaints against Judge 
Harlan let them be aired. But let there be no 
more of the reckless smearing such as Senator 
Langer allowed to be spread on the record 
against Chief Justice Warren. ’ . 

Senator Eastland’s demand to know how Judge 
Harlan stands on the issue of burial of an Indian 
in a Caucasian cemetery in lowa is unreasonable. 
If the Mississippian thinks twice he will see what 
is wrong with his question and decide not to 
ask it. , ele 

But Senator Eastland's query dées serve as &

The November race for Sénate control turned 
jointly on Richard L, Neuberger’s photo-finish 
election in Oregon and Senator Morse’s an- 
nouncement that he would vote with the Demo- 
crats to organize. In a Senate divided 48-47-1 
that gives the Oregon Independent importance 
such as one Senator rarely achieves. Now he is 
rewarded with a seat on the crucial committee 
that passes on foreign policy matters. He thus 
becomes still more important in the new session. 
Wonder if the G.O.P. would fire Senator Morse 
off his committées if they had it to do over 
again?

Costa Rica Calls for Help 


Costa Rica is an unusual state in the Latin 
American scheme of things, and for that reason 
especially deserves a full hearing on the aggres- 
sion of Nicaragua, its neighbor. 

Costa Rica is a democracy. It has no army. Its 
people are generally literate and mostly small 
land-holders. On all these points the little nation 
offers a contrast with its Central American 
neighbors. 


How did Costa Rica get that way? The answer 
is problematical, but the fact that coffee lent 
itself to small enterprises is one factor. The 
dominance of a national law school for many 
years may, accidentally, have left leadership to 
lawyers rather than military. men, In any case, 
the Government of President Jose Figueres has~ 
been able to rule peacefully and to attempt 
social reforms. 


“Communism wanted to solve our problems in 
a dictatorial way,” the President recently told a 
Christian Science Monitor reporter. “We main- 
tain the Western criterion of morals.” 


The Organization of American States has 
now met in Washington, to hear further 
about Costa Rica’s complaint against Nicaragua. 
This is a long and difficult dispute and there is 
no need for the United States to appear to take 
sides in it. But tte OAS would have good reason 
to send a commission to Central America to in- 
vestigate. If that is proposed, Washington would 
be wise to support the move. 

In maintaining good relations with Latin 
America, the United States is not in a position to 
pick and choose between dictatorships and de- 
mocracies. But our interest in the latter certainly 
should not seem the lessef of the two.

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The Plight of St. Elizabeth’s 


Had we been asked to select “the saddest story 
of the year,” we would have been tempted to 
nominate the Christmas Eve announcement that 
St. Elizabeth Hospital in Granite City was 
closing its nursing school for lack of funds. Nor 
have wé heard of any New Year's urge of en- 
lightened generosity to change this story. 

St. Elizabeth is a wellruk, 160-bed hospital, 
the only one in the tri-cities of Medison, Venice 
and Granite City. Aside from its general func- 
tions, it is the only one which can provide emer- 
gency hospital attention for industrial accident 
cases in a very highly industrialized community. 

Yet Mother Lucina was forced to say that lack 
of support from some of the larger industries in 
the area was at the bottem of the hospital's 
financial troubles. Only once was St. Elizabeth 
a community fund beneficiary. Then it received 
$2000—less than is regularly raised by its wom- 
en's auxiliary. 

Under these circumstances, the nuns of St. 
Elizabeth have little hope of raising funds for 
a badly needed addition to care for the increas- 
ing number of patients, let alone to replace the 
now antiquated facilities of the nursing school. 

With the shortage of nursés as severe as it is, 
the loss of student nursés anywhere will be felt. 
This is bound to affect the care of the sick in 
the tri-cities, not to mention the emergency 
cases. It also means one less source of recruits 


‘to the.nursing profession. 


Quite aside the direct interest of the 
nuns and the hospital—which certainly is not a 
money-making proposition—is the real question 
whether the three Illinois communities can af- 
ford a lowefing of their hospital facilities. Quite 
aside from any question of appreciation and 
gratitude to St. Blizabeth is the quéstion wheth-

There is less tendency 
now than fofmerly for young men to 
delay marriage for the long stretch of 
years required for adequate training. 
The road to exceptional achievement is 
usually a lonely one and there is gen- 
eral feeling among the young that they 
cannot delay “living” for careers.

The Spotlight of History 
AMERICAN HEROES: MYTH AND REALITY, by 

Marshall W. Fishwitk. (Public Affaire Press, 

242 pgs., $3.75.) ; 

Dr. Fishwick opens his scrutiny of 
American heroes with an opposite quo- 
tation from that late great sage Will 
Cuppy: “Great men seem to havé only 
one purpose in life—getting into his- 
tory, which may be all they are good 
for.” This sardonic gibe is a not inap- 
propriate introduction to this study of 
our heroic mythology—so brief, so in- 
—— and sometimes so hard to explain. 

Americans. as-a whole tend to be a 
nation of hero-worshippers. With our 
modern methods of mass communication 
we love raising up heroes one day an 
forgetting them the next. Who remem- 
bers now, for example, that respectable 
housewives collected Rudolph Valenti- 
no's cigarette butts and hid them in 
their bosoms? Or that Charles Lind- 
bergh inspired two ‘bushels of poetry, 
which his admirers sent to one New 
York newspaper? Every day has its own 
examples, great or small. 


Though our author cites these in- 
stances of mass adulation, he is not 
primarily concerned with such ephe- 
meral manifestations. The heroes he has 
under study are the more enduring 
types who have won a place in our his- 
tory. from George Washington and Dan- 
iel Boone down to our own times. His 
examination is close and critical. 

Washington, he finds, stands up best 
under the historian’s microscope, al- 
though Dr. Fishwick notes that on occa- 
sion “there burned in him a mad hell 
which seared the souls of those who 
stood in his path.” And he adds meafi 
ingly, “There was hotter blood in Wash- 
angen’ veins than this century dreams 
of.” +s 


Jefferson received little veneration in 
the predominantly Republican decades 
between the Civil War and the Great 
Depression, but, with the coming of the 
Democratic era of power, he was finally 
accorded a high place on Olympus.

Recalls Roosevelt Plea. 
Rayburn recalled that President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt pleaded in 
vain for sufficient defense funds 
prior to World War II. 

“That war eventually cost us 
about 400 billion dollars,” Ray- 
burn continued, “whereas the 
expenditure of a few more bil-

The burden of entertain- 
ment grows each year, one factor 
being that more and more travel- 
ing Americans expect the hos- 
pitality of the embassy, and the 
entertainment allowance _  be- 
comes more woefully inadequate. 
To maintain the post at Rome 
is said to cost Mrs. Luce up to 
$40,000 a year out of her own 
resources. Even such a com- 
paratively modest post as that of 
minister to Finland means out 
of pocket expense for the chief 
of mission of $1500 to $2000 a 
year. 


This is a situation only Con- 
gress can remedy. In election 
years the temptation to cut down 
the “representation allowance” 
by demagogic attacks on "diplo- 
macy by dipsomania” is great. 
But perhaps this year, when 
there is no election, the newly 
constituted Foreign’ Relations 
Committee, with its able non- 
partisan staff carried over from 
one Congress to another, can 
get down to doing something 
about a problem that can mean 
major trouble in future years.

How Faith Sustained 
Helmut Gollwitzer 


By Adele Starbird 


N my previous column I wrote about the part education 
had played in Helmut Gollwiteer’s endurance of im- 
prisonment in Russian labor camps; certainly it had pre- 
pared him well to meet tedium and bieakness. But his 
greatest strength came 
from his Christian faith. 
This faith was no easy 
optimism that he would 
be spared suffering and 
death in Russia. He him- 
self buried in lonely graves 
comrades whose faith and 


dreary and sordid condi- 
tions. A prisoner in soll- 
tary confinement could still 
praise God. Dying, he 
could bear witness. 

“We were not specks of 
dust to God, we were as 
important to Him as He is 
to Himself—that is what 
the Gospel told us, that is what we went on telling each 
ether, and that was now to prove iteelf true.”

HE RELATES FRANKLY his periods of despair, and 
the temptation te play along with the Russians so that he 
might be sent home. But each time he was able to con- 
quer his weakness. 

“I found myself during these days possessed by an 
inward conviction which supported me and prevented me 
from becoming af animal; it gave me strength to share 
the little I had without reckoning how long it would last 
me. Even starvation could only lead to eternal life. Those 
were times of the most intimate prayer, not for bread but 
for grace to be ready to sacrifice if He so willed.” 

He could forgive his Soviet overséers, understanding 
that they too had been brutalized and dehumanized—and 
that they too had a quota to meet! The menial and often 
senseless work required of him was not disturbing. 

° “Forced labor need not remain forced, it could be 
transformed from &@ meéeafiingless drudgery into a service 
full of meaning.”

‘méther or nurse will try to go along with his ideas about his

“IT IS NATURAL for mothers to worry about their 
babies’ eating habits. Much of this worry is needless. A baby, 
any child who is not ill, will eat what he needs. Adults do 
not eat everything offered them. They have quirks in their 
eating habits and they are very much annoyed if these are 
not respected. “You know I hate parsnips,” or “Rice pud- 
ding again?” Every family is familiar with this sort of 
lament at the table. Babies and little children have the same 
feelings and they ought to be respected. 

There is little chance of “spoiling” a healthy child's eat- 
ing habits by going along with them as he indicates. If he 
does not want to drink all the milk offered him, let him 
stop when he wants to and make no remarks. Most babies 
know when they have had enough. When they indicate that 
agree and be cheerfully casual about the whole idea.

ALL BABIES DO NOT FOLLOW standard patterns in 
their eating. The doctor bases his schedules on his experi- 
ence with many babies. but a baby’s mother knows that she 
has a child, one that is different from every other child 
on earth and knows, as she lives along with this small one 
who has tastes, feelings, needs that differ from that of every 
other baby. To keep him happy, to keep his eating a pleas- 
ure, she must watch his reaction to food and adjust it and

He could 
see a throw-in play coming up 
as well as the ‘next expert, so 
he put the trump ace with alac- 
rity and dispatch, and used the 
low trump for a very safe exit. 
After that, of eourse, South was 
through—in the experts’ ver- 

nacular, he could only make a 
cheese sandwich out of his losing 
spade.
